THE PERILS OF POLLY 

For some reason or another, parrots have 
become the favorite family pet during the 
last few years. Breeders in this country are 
listing phenomenal and unprecedented 
sales. Ten thousand birds a week, mostly 
parakeets, then budgerigars and lovebirds, 
in that order of the parrot family, is av¬ 
erage, with prices ranging from $5 to 
$1,000 each. 

Nonetheless, with the nation's 50,000 
breeders reporting that they are unable to 
meet the demands, crime has raised its uglv 
head. Parakeet-smuggling has burgeoned 
into one of the big-time rackets. Of the 
80,000 birds which smugglers tried to slip 
in, 70,000 were intercepted by U. S. Cus¬ 
toms officials. Why? There is a federal law, 
established 23 years ago, which forbids the 
importation of psittacine birds, that is, the 
parrot family. The reason for this was the 
revelation that they sometimes carry psit¬ 
tacosis, an illness which fells human be¬ 
ings. * 

Canny Customs officers have traced the 
giant smuggling ring not only to this coun¬ 
try, Central and South America and Mexico, 
but also abroad to Luxembourg, Belgium, 
Holland and Australia. Wetbacks—illegal 
Mexican migrants—have been responsible 
for a great many entries. Bearing special 
carrying cases on their backs, they travel 
across the border into this country, where 
a fleet of trucks await them. One man 
can transport as many as 500 birds at one 
time. 

Smugglers resort to all kinds of trickery 


to foil the government agents. Pausing at 
the Laredo, Texas, station to have his auto¬ 
mobile inspected recently, a driver explain¬ 
ed the squawking in the rear as his kids, 
raising a rumpus. Suspicious, the agent 
left his office where the driver was filling 
out a declaration, and strode to the car. 

Under the back seat, he found a spe¬ 
cially constructed wire cage, crammed with 
300 parakeets, slightly under the influence 
of tequila, which had been fed them to 
assure quiet. Discovered, some of them 
gave voice to “Home, Sweet Home.” 

At least, that’s what the Customs man 
described the song to be. 

GEMS IN A JAM 

Through slitted eyes, the two men—Dan 
Baxter and Eddie Hall—watched the stout 
jewelry salesman enter his cabin in the 
drive-in court on the town’s outskirts. They 
had followed him all the way from the 
city, anticipating just such a move. Now, 
only a few hours to nightfall and a bed¬ 
room window separated them from the 
stout salesman’s sample case containing 
$25,000 in jewelry.
